CLEVELAND AHEAD. 


All Indications Point to His Nomination | 


on the First Ballot. 

Cutcaco, June 19.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The star of Grover Cleve- 
land is inthe ascendant tonight. Every 
shifting of the political constella- 
tion in the past twenty-four .hours 
has only tended to make it shine 
forth with greater luster until to- 
night the effulgence of its rays quite 
obscures. the lesser lights of Hill, 
Boies, Gorman and Gray. The oppo- 
nents of the ex-President are tonight 
preparing for one final herculean effort 
to muster from all the opposition a 
phalanx of delegates to stand out and 
prevens Cleveland receiving the requi- 
site two-thirds vote on first ballot. 

They are somehow imbued with the 
conviction that if Cleveland fails to re- 
ceive the nomination in the enthusiasm 


of the opening ballot, he will on the 


succeeding ballots show losses instead 
of gains, and that the disintegration of 
his forces will be only a question of 
time. But the day has shown that 
Cleveland’s forces are sweiling instead 
of diminishing. and tonight the rank and 
file of the Cleveland forces are rejecting 
with disdain the counsel of those con- 
servative leaders who warn them 
against possible defeat in nominating 
Cleveland in the face of Tammany, and 
reply by avowing that the ex-President 
is the candidate of the Nation and his 
State or faction. 
DARK HORSES DISAPPEARING. 

Tonight the names of Gorman, Morri- 
son, Campbell and Russell, which were 
so frequently discussed a day or two 
ago as dark horses, are scarcely men- 
tioned in the political predictions. The 
only avowed candidates tonight are 
Cleveland, Hill and Boies. The situa- 
tion has cleared upto the extent of in- 
dicating plainly to all that dark horsés 
are not to be ushered into the political 
arena unless Clevejand shall fail of 
nomination on the firstballot. The IHli- 
nois delegation* under direction of 
Palmer, will vote for Cleveland on the 
first ballot, and probably on various 
succeeding ballots as long as the ex- 
President is in the race. 
nouncement, which was made wnoffi- 
ciaily from the Illinois headquarters to- 
day, has given a great impetus to the 
Cleveland movement and the leaders 
of the ex-President with great 
confidence say they have now assur- 
ances of the two-thirds vote requisite 
forthe nomination. Jndiana has given 
unmistakable evidence that its delega- 
tion will not act as a unit, and Gray 
will hardly receive more than seven- 
teen or eighteen votes from the State, 
the remainder going to Cleveland. As 
ex-Gov. Campbell has taken particular 
pains to announce that under no cir- 
cumstances will he allow his name to 
enter the list of Presidential candi- 
dates, the Cleveland peopie are relying | 
explicitiy on thirteen votes from Ohio 
being cast forthe great tariff reform 
leader. Sofrom Indiana, Illinois and 
Ohio alone, there seem to be assured 
for Cleveland over seventy votes, which 
yesterday appeared to be wavering. 

Kentucky, the other great doubtful 
State, still looms up uncertain. The 
power of Henry Watterson seems to be 
having its influence on the delegation, 

and while many of its members are 
very friendly toCleveland, conservative 
friends of the ex-President are not yet 
relying implicitly upon substantial sup- 
port from them. lowa is still true to 
Boies, New York’s seventy-two votes 
are still conceded to Hill and it appears 
probable that he may receive a couple 
of hundred more from various sections 
of the Union, 


The Cleveland people are no longer ‘ 


indulging in the hope that the Hill man- 


agers will magnanimously recede from 


their past position and submit to the 
nomination of Cleyeland, but are now 
using every eifort to placate the Tam- 
many leaders and induce loyal support 
in the event of Cleveland's nomination. 
Since the missionary work of ex-Secre- 
tary Whitney and other conservatives, 
it is noticeable that the Tammany lead- 
ers are no longer talking so | of

MYSTERIOUS FIRE, 
An Early Riveting Biase in the Post- 
office Building. 


The ee Story Damaged to the Ex- 
tent of $3000 or $4000—Caused by _ 
the Explosion of a Coal- 
Oil Stoye. 


At 5 o'clock yesterday morning there 


Was quite a serious fire on the second 
floor of the postoffice building on Broad- 
way, and the roof and about a dozen 
rooms in the rear part of the building 
were damaged te the extent of $3000 


or $4000. The whole of the postoffic 


floor was saturated with water from the 
fire-engines and the mail matter and 
furniture was more or less damaged as 
everything was saturated. 

The fire started in room 22, occu- 
pied by an unknown man, who. rented 
it a few days ago. It is not known 
Doe, 
the owner of the building, when he 
rented the room, as he was out of town 
yesterday, but itis very certain that 
none of the pe opie about the building } 
nor the janitor know who he is. 

He was heard to lock his door and 
leave the building at 4 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and nothing has been 
seen of himsince. Ata few minutes of 
5 o’clock a loud explosion took place in 
the room, and in a few minutes the 
smell of smoke filled the entire floor 
and brought the lodgers to the hallway. 

The smoke was traced tothe unknown 
man’s room, anda glance through the 
window convinced the excited people in 
the hall that the room was one mags of 
flames. 
ately, and in a short time the building 
was full of firemen and the door to 
room 22 was forced open. 

. The fire soon spread to the roof and 
adjoining rooms, and had it not been 
for the prompt action of the firemen 
the whole building would have gone. 
As it was the rooms were gutted, and 
the roof is totally destroyed over the 
dozen rooms that were burned out. 

As soon as the fire was got under 
centrol an. investigation in room 22 
was started by Assistant Chief Stoer- 
mer, who was anxious to learn how the 
fire was started. A strange state of 
affairs existed in this room, which has 
thrown a deep mysteryover the whole 
affair. As was said before, the occn- 
pant of this room could not be found. 

The room contained nothing but a 
fancy bedstead, draped in the latest 


Style, a fancy table, a wine chest, a few 


easy chairsanda small coil oil stove. 
The stove is the cause of the trouble 
and must have been used for heating 
water to make hot whisky. 

The windows were heavily draped 
and the key-hole was so covered 
with draperies that no one of a curious 
turn of mind ‘could see what was going 
on inside the'redm. From the way the 
room was darkened the firemen were 
led to believe that they had discovered 
aden of counterfeiters, but no tools 
could be found, and: it is more than 
probable that the room is used by some 
married blood for midnight sprees, and 
that he forgot to turn off his stove when 
teft: yesterday. 
thing exploded. 

There are six or seven women living 
in the building and two or three of them 
were rescued by the firemen from the 
rear part of the building and carried 
down on ladders. Cne of them was 
caught just as She jumped from her 
window. Had she succeeded in her at- 
tempt she would have been dashed a 
distance of about thirty feet to the va- 
cant lot ithe rear of the building. 

The women in the front part of the 


-house left-their rooms—in-_their night- 
dresses, and presented a comical sight. 


as they huddled together on the side- 
walk in front of the postoffice. ‘Their 
rooms were not damagec in the least, 
but the people who occupied rooms in 
the rear met with a slight loss.

We would therefore suggest (to our local 
racing organization, for instance) that a 
committee be appointed composed of the 
best talking timber in your association, 
and men at the same time who command 
the respect of any one, to see the leading 
business men of this city and get as many 
subscribers to a stake, to be called the Mer. 
chants’ Stake, as possible. Then 
Interview the owners cf the leading hotels, 
andif you cannot get each one of them to 
rontribute enongh toward a staketo be 
named after their hostelry, get them to 
come together and keep up “The Hotel 
Stake’ every year. The chances are, how: 
ever,, that every owner would be glad to 
subscribe $500 per year toward a'stake to.

& SERMON BEFORE HIGH. SCHOOL GRADUATES. 

Atthe First Presbyterian Church last 
aight Rev. N. H. G. Fife preached. a sermon 
oefore the High school class of graduates, 
appropriateéto commencement tine.

After a brief introduction in which the 
Bpeaker congratulated the young people 
on reaching the end of the first stage in 
their educational course, he announced 
the theme of the sermon, ‘Soul Develop- 
ment,’’ which was considered along two 
lines—the mental and the moral. ‘‘The 
pulpit rarely touches upon the first from 
the fact that the moral growth is so supe- 
rior to all mental acquisitions, and yet the 
mind is a part of the soul—it will live for- 
ever, and we are as much bound to care for 
it and increase. its power as we are to 
watch over our own hearts and keep them 

ure.’’ The pales should be the firm and | 

oving ally of the school and it is the duty 
ofthe church to guard and foster all those 
institutions where childhood and youth are 
deing trainedin useful knowledge. 
' “Mental education in itself tends toward 
the morality of the community. The de- 
relopment of the mind brings with ita 
aclearer perception of moral distinctions 
and so becomes a barrier to temptation 
and a safeguard to society. It was a keen 
and broad comprehension of this truth 
‘that led our fathers to build the school- 
house by the side of the church,as a 
mother seeks ever to keep her child close 
co her protecting arms. 

‘Education develops a man or woman in 
the direction of individual power and it is 
our duty to grow in power, mental as well 
as spiritual.”” The power must also be ap-. 
plied in the right direction and so ‘moral 
evelopment must keep pace wich the 
intellectual, for knowledge linked with im. 
morality is * pete for evil, not for good.”’ 
This thoug was dwelt upon at some 
length and the discourse closed with the 
following earnest words: 

“Would that I might give you, my young 
friends, a fresh inspiration to attain the 
full and glorious stature which is possible 
for us all! Would that you might realize 
that mere money-getting is not worth liv- 
ing for as your highest ambition; that an 
existence of pleasure-seeking, sipping the 
honey from the flowers. by the wayside of 
daily experience, is a butterfly life and a 
Bhame to a child of God, created in His 
likeness; that a man may be worth mill- 
ons, but without a developed and rounded 
character he is no power for good in soci- 
ety. God has placed you and me on this 


‘ earth for soul growth and soul intiuence, to 


make the most of ourselves and so to be- 
come a benediction to the world; and our 
controlling ambition should he to fulfill the 
divine design in our creation ard grow in 
mental and moral character up to the 
model set before us—Jesus Christ. Will 
you not here resolve to make your lives 
bublime—sublime in soul development, sub- 
Mime in consecration of character and ser- 
vice to the good of society, to the uplifting 
of others, to the glory of God? Keep your 
thoughts pure and strong in the truth; 
keep your words gentle and loving; keep 
your actions noble in unselfishness, for 
thoughts and words and deeds are the 
builders of the soul temple, which will out- 
live the very Sun in the heavens. Your 
fives may, not. be -renewned, grand 
achievements may flash your names before 
thee ores of the world; your mission may lie. 
In hidden paths, your service may be made 
<3 of insignificant duties, little words of 
kindness, the cup of cold water, the Martha 
activity im the house caring forthe daily 
meal; but if vou are resolyed to be some- 
thing instead of seeming to be, resolved to 
prow in mental and moral Stature till death.

Salt Lake City Complains Against 
the Southern Pacific, 


Charges Discrimination In Favor of San 
Francisco—Oifictals Appear Glad 
to Hear it—Local 
Notes. 


The San Francisco Examiner says 
that the Chamber of Commerce of Salt 
Lake has filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission a complaint stating 
that the Southern Pacific Company is 
discriminating against Salt Lake City 
in favor of San Francisco in the matter 
of overland rates, and when the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission meets at 


Salt Lake next July forthe purpose of. 


inquiring into the complaint filed by 
the Chamber of Commerce cf that city, 
three of the witnesses will be Messrs. 
Stubts, Gray and Smurr, all officials of 
the Southern Pacific system. Briefly, 
the Salt Lake complaint includes - the 
Southern Pacific, Union Pacific, Rio 
Grande Western, Colorado Midland and 


Santa Fé, Rock Island, Burlington and: 


Missouri Pacific roads, and objects to 
their present practice of jointly making 
a less rate toand from San Francisco 
on overland shipments than is given 
Salt Lake merchants, who have the 
shorter haul. It is another case arising 
out of the long and short haul ne 
the Interstate Law, andit is generally 
believed thatthe railroads are not in 
any way violating the law. They 
justify their present rates on the ground 
that where.they have to meet a sea 
competition, as at this point, they have 
a legal right to make a lesser rate for 
the longer haul,and because of the 
fact thatthe commissioners have up- 
held this positionin former cases that 
have been brought before them. 

_Itis expected that atthe meeting of 
the Interstate Commerce Commissiou at 
Salt Lake to examine into the complaint 
the Southern Pacific officials will be 
glad to testify, as by so doing they 
claim that they will be able to establish 
that the Southern Pacific is not discrim- 
inating against San Francisco as they 
claim is asserted by the Traffic Associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Castle is president. 
Both President Castle and Mr. Leeds of 
the Trafiic Association think that. the 


Salt Lake complaint will but serve to} 


give the railroad people a chance to 
explode a “little stage thunder,’’ and 
give their reasons as follows: First, 
because the Traffic Association people 
say it has nothing todo with the rail- 
road's bad treatment of the San Fran- 
cisco merchants in the making of local 
rates in California; second, the Associ- 
ation has not been, nor isit now, fighting 
the railroad in its overland rates, not be- 
cause it thinks them in every respect 
perfectly square and right, but because 
it thinks its first great duty on behalf of 
the city lies in the direction of reduced 
local rates, and it means to hew to that 
line until relief is obtained; third, be- 
cause they think overland rates can be 
overhauled and revised in such.a way
